G.S.R. 487 (E) _In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of the Central 

Excise Rules, 1944, and in supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue and Insurance), No. 46/75-Central Excises, 
dated tire 1st March, 1975, the Central Government hereby exempts electric wires and cables 
of the description specified in column (3) of the Table hereto annexed and falling under the 
sub-items of Item No. 33B of the First Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 
(1 of r944), specified in the corresponding entry in column (2) of the said Table, from so 
much of the duty of excise leviable thereon as is in excess of the duty specified in the corres¬ 
ponding entries in column (4) of the said Table.

5 (ii) All electric wires and cables manufactured by an Industrial 
unit in respect of which an officer not below the rank 
of Assistant Collector of Central Excise is satisfied that 
the capital Investment on plant and machinery only, in¬ 
stalled therein as on the date or dates of the initial installa¬ 
tion of the plant and machinery is not more than rupees ten. 
lakhs, but excluding — 

(i) un-insulated copper wires (whether single or stranded 
or bunched), and 

(ii) winding wires made of copper.
